Flow Of Silver less Quarters 
Runs Ahead Of Schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
mint has produced IOO million 
new silv erless q u arters and 
production is running ahead of 
schedule, a T reasury official 
said today. 
’Hie new coins will be put into 
circulation 
in 
tim e for the 
C hristm as shopping season al­ 
though the date for release has 


not been set. 
By the end of the year, the 
official said, the mint will begin 
turning out silverless dim es and 
half 
dollars. Original plans 
called for production of these 
coins early next year. 
The new quarters and dim es 
consist of a layer of copper 
sandwiched between two lay ers 


of cupronickel, a copper-nickel 
alloy of which the nickel coin is 
made. 
The change was authorized by 
Congress because of a potential 
shortage of silver. The silver 
content of the half dollar was 
reduced from 90 to 40 per cent. 
Production of the new quar­ 
te rs is being rapidly acceler­ 


ated. 
Although 
alm ost 
2V2 
months w ere required to manu­ 
facture the first IOO m illion,the 
mint will turn out an e tmated 
435 million in the rem J 
n g 2 l/2 
months of the year. 
Some 1.9 billion quarters and 
1.4 billion dim es a re scheduled 
to be produced in the first six 
months of 1966.

THE MISTAKEN THWART CAUSE OF 
FREEDOM 
The word “ Mistaken” is frequently used to 
describe those who thwart the cause of free­ 
dom. Some of these detractors are sworn 
enemies of the American system. Others attempt 
to hide their basic hostility toward freedom 
behind a smoke screen of popular slogans 
promoting, in demagogic fashion, welfare and 
progress. 
Communists in America are, of course, pri­ 
marily a security problem best dealt with by 
government security agencies and duly con­ 
stituted committees of Congress. But com­ 
munists have no monopoly on hostility toward 
freedom, though in the end they benefit from 
freedom’s reverses. 
It is to all of freedom’s detractors that the 
term “Mistaken” is directed. Many of these 
would like to be known as “ liberals.” But 
the word “ liberal” means to be for freedom, 
and freedom’s detractors must not be permitted 
to mislead us in this manner. 
The most important fact to be learned about a 
man who states his views on public policy, or 
helps to carry out public policy through govern­ 
ment, is whether on questions of public policy 
he puts personal freedom first. Freedom must 
maintain first place as our highest public value, 
or sooner or later we will lose it altogether. 
This is not to say that men may not have 
values more dear than personal freedom, such 
as love of God and devotion to the church. But 
religion teaches that the relationship between a 
man and his Maker is a personal relationship; 
it is not a matter of public policy. “ Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things which be 
Caesar’s, and unto God the things which be 
God’s .” The final test to be applied to govern­ 
ment is the degree to which it maintains free­ 
dom. 
It is vital to stress the primacy of freedom 
as a test for government, because history has 
illustrated the extraordinary cleverness of de­ 
signing men who fabricate excuses for power. 
The Hitler type of dictator, openly claiming 
power as an end in itself, is the rarest type. 
Far more common are those who seek power 
under the banner of “ good aim s.” Power is 
an old, tempting, habit-forming drug of the mind. 
It is a weakness nearly all of us share. The 
constant reinforcement of freedom can safe­ 
guard us from the inroads of power. 
The one characteristic that all the Mistaken 
share in common is that they do not put free­ 
dom first. They may differ in every other 
conceivable way; they may wish to destroy 
only certain freedoms while leaving others 
intact, (getting rid of freedom to own and use 
property, while keeping the freedom to write 
and speak and vote, is the most popular Mis­ 
taken position along this line.) 
They may claim to act in behalf of one or 
more economic classes or minority groups. 
They may have any one of a thousand ways of 
supplanting freedom by power-parties, com­ 
m issions, bureaus, “ czars,” planning schemes, 
and educational establishments which will teach 
the primacy of the State. But the same root 
feeds all the spreading branches of this evil 
tree. It is the root of hostility to freedom. 
The Mistaken have labored long and hard over 
the years to build up a great scarecrow to 
confuse and deceive the unthinking. That scare­ 
crow might be labeled: FREEDOM versus WEL­ 
FARE. The objective is to make people believe 
that those who are for freedom are, by the 
same token, against welfare for “the masses 
of the people.” The unstated premise behind 
this great scarecrow slogan is: Freedom means 
poverty; power means welfare. 
To that premise, all history gives the lie. 
America has been and still is the freest 
nation on earth. Did freedom bring total poverty 
here? 
Red China is totally in the grip of absolute 
power, not only claimed, but ruthlessly exer­ 
cised at every level of life. Has power brought 
welfare to Red China?Incredible as it may seem, 
a few deluded apologists say that it has; but 
the tide of refugees flowing into Hong Kong, 
the sweeping famines, the misery of millions 
which even the Red Chinese leaders now admit, 
tell the true story. 
Perhaps power, lasting longer, would have done 
more for welfare? Consider the case of the 
African nation of Ethiopia. It has lasted for 
thousands of years in total, 
uninterrupted 
squalor. 
Yesterday, today, and tomorrow, freedom will 
bring welfare, and power will bring poverty 
and tyranny. The exceptions are rare. 
The pretended motive of the Mistaken, to im­ 
prove the well-being of their fellowmen, is 
easily exposed as fraudulent. But what are 
their real motives? This is a troublesome 
question that bewilders Americans who cannot 
account for opposition to personal freedom 
among many of our leaders and opinion-makers. 
This unanswered question leads many persons 
to two miscalculations: The first is to believe 
that highly respected men must have good 
reasons to take such a position; the second is 
to claim that all the Mistaken are traitorously 
seeking to turn our country over to the com­ 
munist empire. 
It is often said that basic truths are really 
very simple and that the trickery of evil and 
the confusions of human error are infinitely 


' complex, this is axiomatic of freedom. The case 
for freedom is simple and clear. The case 
and actions against it are often fearfully com­ 
plicated. 
Still, there is one common threat which runs 
throughout this crazy-quilt: The search and 
demand for power by the Mistaken to control 
the lives and actions of their fellowmen. 
The more lusty Mistaken want to take away 
natural freedom and the just earnings of a 
productive life and give them back, only in 
part, with a government stamp of approval. 
This desire for control over the lives of 
others is common to the Mistaken—whether they 
are communist, socialist, fascist, or mas­ 
querading as public-spirited servants of the 
downtrodden. 
Why would any man want to take away the 
freedom and the earnings belonging to another? 
Whole libraries have been written to justify 
such an act, but the answer lies in defiance 
of the Tenth Commandment given man at his 
distant beginnings. Simple envy (to covet) is at 
the root of far more clamor for power and 
seizure than most of us would like to believe. 
One man sees another more successful than 
he. Resentment follows, 
then planning and 
scheming. Why should he keep what he has? 
Could some of it be taken away from him in 
the name of the people as a whole? And if 
some, why not a great deal? Why not every­ 
thing? 
. This is not to say that wealthy and suc­ 
cessful men do not have a real duty to the 
free society which has made their wealth and 
success possible. Most of them are quick 
to recognize it. 
It is one thing to request, through the proper 
channels of the Constitution and the law, whatever 
support may be necessary for the defense of 
freedom; it is quite another to use the power 
of government to control life and earnings, 
to force everyone down to an artificial equality. 
A free man is proud to defend liberty, but the 
envious, the covetous, would destroy liberty in 
order to prevent some persons from making 
productive use of it. 
Other Mistaken are not covetous; they appear 
sincerely to believe that the destruction of 
freedom is necessary to attain the goals of their 
particular ideology. What they fail to realize 
is that freedom is far too great a price to pay 
for any ideology. Naked and brutal power is the 
only heir to destruction of freedom. Power 
will be the only aim of the Mistaken should they 
succeed.

This, roughly, is what the Su­ 
preme Court has done to the 
banking community of the na­ 
tion - - a t least that portion of 
it involved in some hundreds of 
mergers 
consummated since 
the Bank M erger Act of 1960, 
and presumed to have met its 
requirements. 
And bankers, 
both merged and unmerged, are 
understandably confused. 
The High Court, unimpressed 
by the long debates on the mea­ 
sure which make It plain that 
Congress did not intend bank 
mergers to be subject to anti­ 
trust laws, any more than such 
other exempt 
and highly - 
regulated Industries as public 
utilities and railroads, 
has 
ruled in two such cases that 
the banks were in violation of 
both the Sherman 
Antitrust 
Law 
and the Clayton Act. The 


authorities 
named 
by the 
Congress 
to adjudicate such 
combines — the Comptroller of 
the Currency, the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, 
and the Federal 
Deposit 
Insurance 
Corpor­ 
ation — were brushed aside as 
the Justices nullified the pain­ 
staking work of the legislators. 
But Virginia’s Senator A. Wil­ 
lis Robertson, the distinguished 
chairman of the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee, has 
ridden to the rescue with a 
bill (S. 1698) that he says, “ Will 
reinstate the original purpose 
and intent of Congress.” 
Specifically, 
the Robertson 
Bill adds two paragraphs to the 
FDIC Act which spell out the 
exclusive and absolute author­ 
ity 
of 
the three regulatory 
bodies given control over m er­ 
gers in the Bank Merger Act. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - It’s been a 
long time since Congress 
in­ 
vestigated one of its own mem­ 
bers. The club spirit is too 
strong. But now an incident 
has taken place inside 
the 
House Agriculture Committee 
which merits investigation -• if 
Congress itself has any guts. 
It is strictly against 
the 
-rules of Congress for an out­ 
side business interest to 
be 
present at a closed committee 
session. Either Congress must 
open its doors to everyone or 
to no one. There 
can be 
no 
special privilege for one per­ 
son. 


This is such an important 
rule that the Senate once 
of­ 
ficially censured Sen. Hiram 
Bingham, 
the powerful Con­ 
necticut Republican, 
who per­ 
mitted a representative of the 
Connecticut Manufacturers As­ 
sociation, Charles L . Eyanson, 
to sit in on an executive session 
of the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee when it was considering the 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act. 
Bingham has great prestige 
in the Republican party, but he 
has censured anyway. There 
have been only two cases 
of 
censure in this century. 
Rep. Harold Cooley, Demo­ 
crat of North Carolina, 
has 
now 
done 
ejactly the 
same 
thing, only he’s done it more 
than once. 
During the recent writing of 
the 
sugar act, just as 
im­ 
portant as the Smoot-Hawley 
Tariff Act, Cooley permitted 
to sit in on an executive ses­ 
sion 
Irving Hoff of the Cane 
Sugar Refiners and Phil Jones 
of the Beet Sugar Association. 
Tie rest of the public, the rest 
of the suggar lobbyists were ex­ 
cluded 
while Hoff and Jones 
were permitted to suggest what 
should go into the bill and what 
should be kept out. 
On 
another occasion Hugh 
Laughlin of the Owens-Illinois 
glass company was permitted 
to sit in executive session. 
Laughlin, as recently revealed 
by Jack Anderson, was plugging 
for a sugar quota for the Bahama 
Islands, where Owens-Illinois 
has been cutting pulpwood 
on 
Great Alnico Island. 
Obligingly the callous 
Mr. 
Coolej gave a 10,000-ton quota 
to 
the 
Bahamas, 
though the 
entire quota will actually go to 
Owens-Illinois Glass. What the 
public doesn’t 
know is that it 
will have to pay the bill to the 
tune of about a million dollars 
a year. 
Mr. Cooley is a charming and 
redoubtable 
man. 
He 
also 
nurtures an irresistable urge 
to chase the almighty dollar. 
And he is quite bold about it. 
In April 1962, when Presi­ 
dent Kennedy was doing his 
new term bill, 
entrusted with 
down in Rocky 
trying a case 


best to pass a 
Cooley, though 
that bill, was 
Mount, N, C., 


involving the estate of mil­ 
lionaire A. J. Mimms. The re ­ 
ported fee to Cooley if he won 
was $200,000. 
Cooley spent so many weeks 
trying the case that President 
Kennedy telephoned and asked 
him to come hack. After all, a 
Congressman is paid for work­ 
ing for the government in Wash­ 
ington, not trying private cases 
out of Washington. Cooley lost 
his 
lawsuit, 
but instead of 
coming back to pilot the term 
bill, he flew to Rome, Italy. 
on a Junket • at the taxpayers* 
expense. 
Cooley, incidentally, is one 
of the gayest junketeers 
in 
Congress. He even sent his sis­ 
ter Mabel on a junket to Eu­ 
rope to investigate hoof and 
mouth disease, though there is 
no hoof and mouth disease in 
the United States. 
It was this same Mabel who 
took the famous junket to the 
Dominican Republic in 1960, 
along with Mr. and Mrs. Roger 
Cooley, the Congressman’s son 
and 
daughter-in4aw. 
They, 
along 
with visiting Congress­ 
men, were wined and dined by 
Dictator Trujillo. At that time 
Trujillo was considered 
the 
Caesar of the Caribbean, and 
the State Department was break­ 
ing relations with him. Despite- 
this, the caUous Mr. Cooley 
and his agriculture committee 
increased the Dominican sugar 
quota. 
Seventy 
per cent 
of the 
Dominican sugar was personal­ 
ly owned 
by Trujillo. What 
Congress did, therefore, was 
to enrich Trujillo and not the 
Cominican people. 
In handing out foreign sugar 
quotas last month, Cooley was 
wanton, shameless and in favor 
of his pals, the lobbyists. He 
cut Argentina, a friendly Dem­ 
ocratic country, to 26,000 tons 
though its agricultural attache, 
who 
believed 
that the Demo­ 
cratic system also prevailed in 
die United States and there­ 
fore hired no pal of Cooley’s 
as his lobbyist, had asked for 
60,000. He appeared before the 
committee himself. 
Cooley’s pal, Art Quinn, got 
everything he asked for 
on 
behalf of British Honduras and 
Ecuador. On the other hand, 
Mexico, represented by strait­ 
laced 
Oscar 
Chapman, who 
helped 
to write the 
original 
sugar 
act as assistant 
to 
Sen. Edward Costigan of Colo­ 
rado, was cut by 54,000 tons. 
It 
will be interesting to see 
whether any of the fine young 
freshmen who ca me to Congress 
full of ideas or whether such 
men of ethics and influence as 
Rep. John Blatnik, D-Minn., will 
have 
the guts to protect 
the 
reputation 
of Congress 
by 
proposing a Cooley resolution 
of censure. Or will they 
re­ 
member how when Rep. 
Don 
Edwards, D-Calif., proposed an 
investigation into the unethical 


conduct of Rep. William 
Z. 
M iller, New York Republican, 
he has ad mini shed by 
John 
Rooney of Brooklyn and other 
.senior congressmen that 
he 
would lose choice committee 
positions and not be able to get 
his legislation passed. Edwards 
went away a disillusioned man. 


Dodd writes a private letter, 
.o Pope on Red China.

WASHINGTON 
- For 
a 
devout Catholic, even one a s ’ 
outspoken 
as Sen. Thomas 
Dodd, D-Conn., to question a 
pronouncement from the Pope 
is as rare as it is rash. Yet 
the senator has respectfully- 
challenged Pope Paul’s seeming 
appeal to the United Nations to 
admit Red China to the fold. 
In a private letter to the Holy 
Father, hand-delivered to 
the 
Papal Nuncio in Washington, 
Dodd 
argued 
passionately 
against seating Red China. He 
mailed copies to several Car­ 
dinals in an apparent effort to 
bring the issue to a head in­ 
side the Vatican. 
’’This concession to 
Red 
China would only inspire the 
Chinese Communists to step 
up the tempo and scale of their 
aggressive 
and 
subversive 
operations,” warned Dodd. 
He also predicted that China’s 
admission “ would almost cer­ 
tainly result in the early dis­ 
integration 
of 
the 
United 
Nations.” 
The Senator from Connecticut 
began his letter by declaring 
how “ profoundly moved” he 
had been by the Pope’s eloquent 
appeal for peace. 
“ However,” he added, “ I am 
worried by the implications of 
your Holiness’s proposal that 
the United Nations should study 
the right method of opening its 
doors 
to all countries 
now 
excluded from its roster. 
“ I gravely fear that, in the 
context of the present 
world 
situation, this statement will 
be construed by certain people 
as a plea for the admission of 
Red China to the 
United Na­ 
tions.” 
Dodd contended that American 
opposition “ has not been based 
on a simple dislike of Commu­ 
nism. It is rather based on the 
conviction that Red China’s ad­ 
mission would rob the United 
Nations of all moral signifi­ 
cance, and would paralyze what­ 
ever 
capacity for 
peaceful 
action the United Nations still 
retains. 
“ It 
would exacerbate rather 
than reduce the conflict be­ 
tween the free world and the 
Communist world.” 
Note: Some militant Catholics 
have been disturbed, too, over 
the Pope's plea for “ disarm a­ 
ment” 
and 
“ coexistence.” 
They have accused others of 
being soft on Communism for 
saying less than the Pope has 
now said. 


Equally Important, S. 1698 Is 
so written as to apply to pre­ 
vious 
m ergers 
— Including 
those now under fire for anti­ 
trust violation by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice - - a s well as 
to protect the m ergers of the 
future. 
It remains now to see that 
the Robertson Bill is passed. 
The confusion attending 
an 
‘‘unmerging ” of banks 
is an 
unthinkable threat to an order­

There is no evidence 
that such m ergers have not been 
in the 
public interest and to 
subject them now to a differing 
standard is a reckless abuse of 
power.

VIENNA (NEA) 
The free world has an important stake in Austria as the 
W est’s easternmost industrial nation in Europe, as an out- 
"post country set deep among the Soviet satellites. 
It has to be of consequence, therefore, that Austria’s basic­ 
ally healthy economy is plagued with some difficulties that 
are far from trivial. 
” 
In a highly competitive world, Austria must export to live. 
But, like some other western European lands, Austria suf­ 
fers a serious labor shortage. This year it has imported 25,000 
foreign workers, mainly Yugoslavs and Turks. In 1964 the 
figure was 10,600 less. 
Unhappily, not enough of these have even rudimentary 
skills. 
To offset such shortages, Austria needs more automation. 
which takes heavy capital investment. Capital, however, is 
also somewhat short. 
A country hardly bigger than Maine, with a little more 
than 7 million people, cannot invite too much foreign capital 
without stirring other dangers. 


ONE IS INFLATION. Austria fears “importing inflation” 
by allowing too much foreign investment. American interests 
are currently offering to help finance a new autobahn stretch­ 
ing from westerly Innsbruck toward the Italian border. The 
money is needed, but it will not be automatically accepted. 
Heavy infusions of capital from neighboring, prosperous 
W est Germany might be had, except that Austrians plainly 
fear German control of some enterprises might result. The 
seven years of Nazi rule are not forgotten. 
The country also is heavily dependent on imports for cru­ 
cial raw materials. 
Its trading abroad is threatened by the common tariff front 
being erected by the six nations of the European Common 
Market. This front includes West Germany, Austria’s largest 
export market and largest source of imports. 
If West Germany has a 20 per cent duty on certain items, 
Austrian goods must pay it in full. Yet it may be reduced to 
6 per cent for the German partners in the Common Market. 
Austria’s membership in the so-called “outer seven,” em ­ 
bracing Switzerland, Sweden, Norway. Portugal, Denmark 
and Great Britain, is helpful but not decisive. It needs closer 
association with the Common Market. 


AS IF ALL THESE PROBLEMS were not enough, Austria 
is torn now over how to finance perhaps $50 million worth of 
flood damage resulting from heavy spring and late summer 
rains. A burden of this sort can be critical for a small nation 
Nevertheless, Austria goes plunging forward with reason­ 
able success. It trades with more than 130 countries. 
Luckily, tourism keeps rising enough to offset— so far—an 
annual excess of imports. 
Austria’s friends in the free world must inevitably share 
the country’s economic hopes. The nation is a linchpin in 
the prosperity of western Europe.

The Ministerial Alliance was 
represented at the Friday court 
session by Rev. W. R» EHedge, 
pastor of the First 
General 
Baptist Church and vice presi­ 
dent 
of the 
M i n i s t e r i a l 
Alliance; Rev. Orville Myers, 
pastor of the Second General 
Baptist Church; Rev. Marshall 
Dark, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, and the Rev. Doctor 
Arthur C. Fulbright, Methodist 
m inister. 
Thursday of last week mem­ 
bers of the Ministerial Alliance 
held a conference in the office 
of Prosecuting Attorney Paul 
McGhee, 
where the Alliance 
prese ted its first official pro­ 
test of the reopening of the 
tavern. 


The Rev. Dr. Fulbright, act­ 
ing as a spokesman for the 
group, stated that the Minis­ 
terial Alliance was protesting 


against the reopening of this 
tavern for two reasons — one, 
“ that this would be the first 
license in the county for selling 
3.2 beer which would, under 
state law, allow the establish­ 
ment to remain open seven days 
a week. In connection with this 
the Alliance members protested 
the fact that two of the County 
Court Judges had sanctioned the 
reopening of the tavern by voting 
to issue a county license. 
The second objection the Alli­ 
ance raised to having the tavern 
reopened was the fact, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Fulbright “ that it 
has been a great deteriment 
morally over the years and it 
will be selling )x?er seven days 
a week which will create prob­ 
lems for everyone concerned.” 
Prosecuting Attorney McGhee, 
after hearing the statement by 
the Alliance, told the delegation 
that neither he nor his office 
had authority to issue liquor 
licenses and recommended that 
the Alliance take its protest 
directly to the County Court. 
The Rev. Mr. Fulbright, still 
acting as the Alliance spokes­ 
man, said “ We are especially 
concerned with the fact that 
many of our youth are obtain­ 
ing intoxicating beverages and 
we feel that if this tavern is 
reopened it will be a detriment 
to many people, including teen­ 
agers.”

College Crush Hits 
Nations Campuses

WASHINGTON (AP) — On a 
schedule as inexorable as the 
sun’s rising, the college crush 
hit the nation’s campuses this 
fall. 
With rare exception, the cam­ 
puses weren’t ready. 
The final figures aren’t yet in, 
but there are approximately 5.4 
million college students 
en­ 
rolled this fall. 
This is almost two million 
more than the 3.6 million stu­ 
dents enrolled just five short 
years ago, and an 8 per cent 
increase over last fail. 
The biggest burden has fallen 
on the public colleges and uni­ 
versities, which enroll about 65 
per cent of all undergraduates. 
For example, the University 
of Minnesota enrolled a fresh­ 
man class of 9,614 last month. 
This is more than the combined 
freshman enrollment of9,240in 
all eight Ivy League schools — 
Yale, 
Harvard, 
Dartmouth, 
Brown, the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, Columbia, Cornell and 
Princeton. 
To cope with the hordes of 
students, the public institutions 
have started classes in early 
morning and run them late into 
the night. They have taken over 
private homes as domitories, 
and rented space in motels. 
They have squeezed three stu­ 
dents into rooms designed for 
two, increased the use of class­ 
room 
television and opened 
branch campuses. 
And, 
tragically, they have 
shut the doors on thousands of 
qualified applicants for lack of 
space. 
In New Jersey, 25,000 were 
turned away, some of them hon­ 
or students and valedictorians. 


In North Carolina it was 5,000. 
The University of Illinois alone 
had to reject 7,000. 
The college crush didn’t just 
sneak up on the United States. 
Educators have seen it coming 
for years. 
They saw it coming when the 
lumber of births jumped from 
2.8 million in the 12 months end­ 
ing June 30, 1946, to 3.9 million 
in the next year. 
They saw it coming as the 
percentage of high school grad­ 
uates 
going 
on 
to college 
zoomed upward. In 1939-40, only 
14 per cent went on to college, 
in 1954-55 it was 29 per cent. In 
1964-65 it was 43.2 per cent. 
Although college enrollment 
will continue to climb, from this 
year’s 5.4 million to IO or ll 
million by 1975, the crush may 
never again be as bad as it 
is now. 
First, the birth rate leveled 
off after that 1947 peak.Second, 
the public institutions are labor­ 
ing almost frantically to expand 
their facilities.

ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS

Au seniors will take 
the 
Ohio Psychological examina-_ 
tion on October 21. This test 
is given to establish student 
scores which are used by all 
Missouri State 
colleges and 
the University and standards 
for college entrance. They are 
also used by many other col­ 
leges and universities through­ 
out the nation. 
Another test which will 
be 
given to Juniors or seniors is 
the 
Preliminary 
Scholastic 
Aptitude test which will 
be 
given on Saturday, October 23. 
It will be available to those who 
request it and already IOO stu­ 
dents have done so. It is rec­ 
ommended especially to those 
students who may plan to attend 
private colleges or those out of 
state. Some Missouri state col­ 
leges also use these test scores 
in addition to the Ohio Psy­ 
chological. 


While our Board of Education 
has given much consideration 
and emphasis to our vocational 
education program during the 
past several years, they have 
given equal stress to improve­ 
ment of the college prepara­ 
tory, academic, or general edu­ 
cation 
curriculum . Any stu­ 
dent can receive the neces­ 
sary preparation for entrance 
to any college in the 
United 
States, depending upon his or 
her ability and effort. Con­ 
siderably more than the re­ 
quired number of units of work 
in each subject 
matter field 
are available in our curriculum. 
This includes: five units 
of 
English; five 
units of 
social 
studies; 
six 
units 
of lab 
science; four units of math; 
four years each of two languages 
and a broad program in the fine 
a rts, practical arts, physical 
education 
and 
other require­ 
ments and electives. 
We try to maintain contact 
with our graduates who go onto 
college as well as those who 
take jobs when they finish high 
school. We find that most of 
our graduates, now in college, 
are at least as successful as 
they were 
here. TYiat is if they 
made good grades in high school 
they usually do good work in 
college. Most of them report 
that their preparation here was 
sound in relation to the college 
courses 
in which they are en­ 
rolled. A considerable number 
get advanced standing in college 
after taking preliminary tests 
of their preparation for basic 
college subjects. 
Conversely, students who do 
not take advantage of the op­ 
portunities to learn in 
high 
school usually have trouble in 
college 
because 
of 
poor 
preparation, bad study habits, 
etc. We are concerned about 
this, as teachers always have 
been, and we may be making 
some progress and would like 
to do better. 
It is, of course, highly im­ 
portant that students and par­ 
ents work with the schools in 
their 
choice 
of subjects or 
courses as early as possible 
and in relation to what their 
future plans may be. 


For the first time in nearly 
15 years 
it was necessary to 
make a small increase in ad­ 
mission 
prices for football 
games. The price per game 
for adult tickets was raised 
from $1.00

lany of other expenses that are 
necessary before the referee

STATUS 
When a family moves up or 
down 
the 
status 
ladder, a 
woman’s weight reflects the 
move. 
With a step up, she 
gets thinner.

the finding of University of 
Pennsylvania researchers who 
studied 1,660 New Yorkers aged 
20 to 59. 
Among women in the lowest 
socioeconomic group, one in 
three was obese as against 
one in six of the middle group 
and only one in 20 of those on 
the highest income rung.

obesity among 17 per cent of 
women who remained in the 
group in which they were born. 
Among those who had moved 
down, 22 per cent were grossly 
overweight.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 
passage Tuesday sent to the 
White House an omnibus farm 
bill setting two precedents— 
direct support payments to cot­ 
ton growers and a four-year 
authorization, 
the longest pe­ 
riod ever covered by such leg­ 
islation. 
Passage was by voice vote of 
a compromise version approved 
by the House last Friday, 219to 
150. It follows in general pro­ 
posals offered by the adminis­ 
tration, so President Johnson is 
expected to sign the bill. 
It sets production and price 
controls for wheat, feed grains, 
rice, wool, cotton, dairy prod­ 
ucts and retirement of surplus 
croplands. Unlike the 
other 
commodity programs of four 
years, the dairy program would 
be 
permanent 
except 
for 
changes Congress makes in the 
future. 
The cost is expected to be 
about $4,000,000,000 for 
the 
1966 crop year, but the Agri­ 
culture 
Department says the 
• total should be $300,000,000 
lower than in recent years. 
The cotton program would peg 
the support price for cotton next 
year at 21 cents a pound to en­ 
able producers to compete with 
the world market price, which 
is currently about 24 cents a 
pound. 
Farm ers who cut back present 
acreage allotments by 12 1/2 
per cent would qualify for direct 
subsidies of about 9 cents a 
pound. By reducing acreage up 
to 35 per cent producers would 
qualify for more money. 
Those who don’t want controls 
and prefer to take their chances 
on world prices could plant up 
to 250,000 acres next year. This 
could be reduced in future years 
if cotton carryover stocks re­ 
main high. 
Farm ers with less than IO 
acres or production of under 
3600 pounds could qualify for 


price supports and subsidies 
without trimming their acreage. 
The goal is to cut cotton sur­ 
pluses, which has risen under 
present programs to more than 
15.000.000 bales. 
Wheat growers would be guar­ 
anteed at least $1.84 1/2 a 
bushel. Wheat used for domestic 
consumption in bread would be 
supported at $2.57 a b u sh el- 
including a basic support price 
of $1.25 and extra payments of 
75 cents by millers and 57 
cents by the federal treasury. 
Domestic 
wheat 
processors 
would continue to buy certifi­ 
cates to make up the difference 
between the basic support price 
and $2. 
The feed grain program which 
has been in effect the past four 
years would continue. 
The dairy program would per­ 
mit the Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration to sell dairy products 
even when they are not con­ 
sidered surplus. 


The wool program is Just about 
the same as the present one, 
includes modifications designed 
to increase United States pro­ 
duction. The support 
price 
would be raised next year to 
65 cents a pound. 
The cropland adjustment pro­ 
vision is designed to remove 
40.000.000 
acres 
from crop 
production, with the government 
sharing the cost of finding new 
uses for the land. 
The rice program provides 
that if acreage allotments fall 
below the 1965 level the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture would be 
required to carry out a four- 
year diversion program sim ilar 
to that for other commodities. 
The bill includes a statement 
affirming it is the feeling of 
Congress that the Agriculture 
Department is the appropriate 
agency to determine the facts 
relating to the need for foreign 
labor.

Year Without Khrushcev 
Solves Few Problems 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

A year without Nikita Khru- 
shchev seem s to have solved 
few problems for the Kremlin. 
Government bycommitteehas 
been the rule since the unpre­ 
dictable Khrushchev faded as 
premier from the Soviet scene. 
Veteran party men are in con­ 
trol, but younger men are push­ 
ing steadily toward the top. 
For all of them, the Khru­ 
shchev legacy has been a maze 
of domestic, foreign policy and 
world 
Communist problems. 
The 
collective 
leadership 
seem s to be groping — and per­ 
haps nervous as if indicating 
there 
might 
be significant 
changes before long. 
Khrushchev's bulky shadow 
has not been entirely banished. 
Khrushchevism — much of what 
he initiated in IO years — re­ 
mains 
without 
the 
Khru- 
shchevian dynamism behind it. 
A confusing struggle seem s to 
persist between two elements of 
Hie Communist party, liberal 
and conservative. 
The 
domestic 
atmosphere 
suggests a slowly developing 
cultural and economic revolu­ 
tion. Abroad, the Kremlin is 
alert to flashing danger signals 
warning of the possibility of ma­ 
jor war. Hie collective treads 
ward'1 through thorny dilem­ 
mas provoked by the Moscow- 
Peking schism. 
A year ago this week, the 
word on most Soviet lips was 
"Vosidiod" — sunrise—the na me 
of a new spaceship. As Vosk- 
hod's three-man team of cosmo­ 
nauts whirled in orbit, Khru­ 
shchev excitedly voiced his hap­ 
piness that “ everything was all 
right up there.” 
While Khrushchev talked to 
the orbiting spacemen by radio 
from a Black Sea resort, the 
Communist party Central com­ 
mittee quietly gathered in Mos­ 
cow. 
The 
day 
after Khru­ 
shchev's talk with the cosmo­ 
nauts, they came down ahead of 
TTie following day, 
down 
came Khru- 
schedule. 
Oct. 
15, 
shchev. 
The Central Committee an­ 
nounced it decided to grant his 
request for retirement because 
of his age and his health. 
It became clear that the plot­ 
ters had kicked him out, accus­ 
ing 
him 
of 
hare-brained 
schem es, blundering in foreign 
and Communist policy, damag­ 
ing the economy and other sins. 
How 
have 
his successors 
done? Today the picture looks 
like this: 
Two veterans of the Stalin 
era, Leonid I .Brezhnev, 59,and 
Alexei N. Kosygin, 61, hold the 
top jobs of party chief and pre­ 


mier, respectively. Much au­ 
thority seem s vested in Anastas 
I. Mikoyan, 70, the last of the 
old Bolsheviks in the hierarchy. 
He is chairman of the Parlia­ 
ment's—Supreme Soviet Presi­ 
dium, a sort of president of the 
Younger men are on 
the 
move, men like Alerander N. 
Shelepin, 47, and Kirill T, Mazu-' 
rov, 51, from Byelo Russia, both 
a generation removed from the 
revolutionary fever of original 
Bolshevism. 
ECONOMIC— 
Late in September, the party 
Central 
Committee 
adopted 
measures intended to end some 
of the economic confusion and 
tile woes engendered by Khru­ 
shchev's experiments in indus­ 
try and agriculture. It stressed 
profits and incentives for con­ 
sumer industries. In this, it had 
to deal with conflicting views of 
the military and other conserva­ 
tive elements concerned with 
Soviet defensive might. 
The results of the meeting and 
indications in the party and gov­ 
ernment press indicate that re­ 
formers in the U.S.S.R. still 
wield great power. 
The liberal wing seemed to be 
holding its own against conserv­ 
ative, Neo-Stalinist elements. 
The party still seeks to keep a 
rein on its writers and artists, 
but it frequently extends the 
olive branch. 
If the new regime intended to 
mend the tear in the world Com­ 
munist fabric, it failed. Khru­ 
shchev had been Red China's 
main target in the debate on 
how world revolution should be 
pursued. Today Peking accuses 
Moscow 
of 
“ Khrushchevism 
without 
Khrushchev,” 
of a 
cowardly attitude on questions 
of war and peace, of retarding 
revolutions. 
In East Europe, the Soviet 
grip has weakend. The trend 
has been toward more inde­ 
pendence of action, notably in 
economic policy. 
The frustrations are as great 
as, if not greater than during 
the Khrushchev era. The Rus­ 
sians have been bedeviled by 
Red Chinese attempts to shut 
them out of the Asian sphere, 
and by the danger of Viet Nam. 
Relations 
with 
the 
United 
States, improving for a while, 
deteriorated after the Russians 
rejected a plea by President 
Johnson for easing tensions. On 
the surface, at least, a new 
freeze developed. 
Despite this, and despite Viet 
Nam, there was some easing. 
In Europe, there were signs 
the Russians were withdrawing, 
at least for a while, from any 
showdown over questions of di­ 
vided Germany and Berlin.

Castro Defiant In 
Plea To Moscow

Fidel Castro, badgered by 
Internal political and economic 
problems, has issued a message 
of defiance to Moscow: Help us 
but don't try to dominate us; 
don't try to prevent us from tak­ 
ing risks to foment revolution in 
Latin Am erica. 
Castro 
wants more Soviet 
arm s and wants to be the sole 
judge of what to do with those 
arm s, his words indicate. His 
tone suggests he is running into 
an argument in Moscow. 
A copy of the new paper 
Granma, “ organ of the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
party of Cuba," has reached 
this country with the text of a 
Castro speech to the committee. 
This was the speech in which he 
paid tearful tribute to Ernesto 
Guevara, his long-time gueril­ 
la war expert. 
Generally 
overlooked 
was 
C astro's florid peroration, ob­ 
viously directed to Moscow, 
where at this moment Maj. 
Raul 
Castro, Fidel's brother, 
supposedly is seeking 
more 
arm s from Defense Minister 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky. 
The passage suggests that 
Moscow has twisted Castro's 
p m . It indicates Moscow wants 
more risks of nuclear show­ 
down occasioned by Castro ad­ 
venturing — that Moscow wants 
to call the shots in Latin Ameri­ 
ca on Communist-inspired revo­ 
lution. 
Castro, though begging help, 
still objects strenuously. He 
wants to run the Latin-Ameri- 
can revolution — and his own 
Cuban revolution — in his own 
way. 
He wants Red revolution with­ 
out Moscow dictation, but with 
Moscow support. 
Here's how Castro put it: 
“ We know quite well where 
the enemy is. In order to defeat 
the aggressive policy of that 
enemy, to continue to oppose it, 
we 
need the resources and 
weapons, because here, thou­ 
sands of miles away from any 
other Socialist country, thou­ 
sands of miles away without 
being able to depend on any-_ 
thing other than our own forces “ 
and our own weapons, we are 
aware of the risks we are run­ 
ning today and will continue to 
run. We must be armed to the 
teeth and totally prepared." 
That is the challenge to the 
Soviet 
Union. 
Castro wants 
more arm s if he is to carry the 
revolutionary banner in Latin 
America. But he wants arm s 
without strings. Let the rest of 


the Communist world quarrel, 
but let him go his own way. 
“ We can disagree with any 
party on any point," said Cas­ 
tro. He added that he refused to 
view communism as a church 
“ with its Rome and its Ecumen­ 
ical Council." Castro 
an­ 
nounced he will develop 
his 
own 
revolutionary program . 
And he will continue to 
be 
friendly to both sides in the 
Soviet-Chinese dispute. 
“ What we will never do," he 
said, “ is to insult with one hand 
and ask with another, and we 
will know how to maintain any 
disagreement within the norms 
of decency, with any party. We 
will know how to be friends with 
those 
who know how to be 
friends.We will know how to 
respect those who respect us. 
We will never ask anyone's per­ 
mission to do anything. We will 
never ask anyone for perm is­ 
sion to go anywhere. We will 
never ask permission of anyone 
to be the friends of any party or 
any country. 
“ We aspire to a Communist 
society, but also to a Commu­ 
nist world in which all nations 
will have equal rights. We as­ 
pire to a Communist world in 
which no nation will have the 
right to veto.” 
Castro obviously has been an­ 
noyed by the Russians, who took 
away his missile bases in the 
terrifying 
showdown between 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and the 
late President John F .Kennedy. 
Moscow apparently has drawn 
the reins on his schemes, fear­ 
ful of new showdowns. Perhaps 
the Russians even had a hand in 
stifling Castro ambitions in Hie 
Dominican Republic. 
It is clear, at any rate, that 
the Russians, who spend almost 
half a billion dollars annually to 
sustain Castro's defense and 
economy, have pressed him to 
bring some order outofhis rev­ 
olution. One result has been 
turning over the direction of the 
country to a 100-man party 
directorate in Cuba. 
Castro was highly emotional 
in his address. He read an 
alleged letter from Guevara 
resigning citizenship and all 
posts in Cuba. It read almost 
like 
a self-written obituary. 
TTiere is a strong suspicion that, 
prodded by the Russians, Castro 
had to clash with Guevara on 
theoretical problems of revolu­ 
tion in Latin America. At any 
rate, Guevara is gone, and Cas­ 
tro, still needing help, has no­ 
where to look but Moscow. 
That seems to be what annoys 
him most.

metal users have been alert to 
the possibility— and have feared 
its spreading effects. 
But in the container industry 
itself the simultaneous lowering 
of prices on finless steel for 
cans will be even more closely 
watched. The makers of cans, 
jars and other containers al­ 
ready are in the midst of one of 
the tightest competitive races of 
any industry. 
Producers of glass, paper, 
plastic, aluminum and copper 
have been fighting over a mar­ 
ket that keeps on growing as 
Americans turn ever more to­ 
ward convenience and buy more 
packaged item s. 
UJ>. Steel in its announcement 
minimizes the effects of the in­ 


creased labor costs in its m ills. 
It stresses rather the soaring 
prices of refined tin and the 
fairly stable prices of tin mill 
products over the past seven 
years. 
If the UJ5. Steel increase on 
■tinplate for cans spreads to oth­ 
er companies, it would affect 
about 6 per cent of total steel 
shipments to UJ5.users in 1964. 
The last widespread price in­ 
creases on steel products came 
in 1963. 
The steel industry contends 
that Washington puts too much 
emphasis on the general effect 
of rising steel prices. But the 
administration has stressed its 
hope that the price line can be 
held in an industry it considers 
basic. Its argument is that lithe 
price of tin cans goes up today, 
the price of other of steel's 
many products may go up to­ 
morrow. 
The drive to promote the Un­ 
less steel can is prim arily of 
industry concern. But this, too, 
could have its effect on consum­ 
ers. 


They long ago have learned 
that markets which the Un can 
once had to itself have been in­ 
vaded by the aluminum can, 
and in some products by the 
copper can.

In specific reference

clerics who were laboring to 
-restore compulsory unionism 
in Nevada, the Bishop insisted, 
“ Tile difficulty is that 
some 
theologians and Catholic pub­ 
licists are prone to 
write 
and speak as though they were 
the Holy Father himself. In­ 


stead of stating the farts and 
drawing their conclusions, with 
emphasis upon the actual lim­ 
itations of their authority, they 
sometimes create

to infallibil­ 
ity." Hie Bishop's words may 
seem sharp, but they

The walk will be 
made after Scott's partner on 
the flight, astronaut Neil Arm­ 
strong, has docked Gemini 8 
with an orbiting Agena satel­ 
lite. 
Scott will leave Gemini 8 car­ 
rying one 25-foot line for oxy­ 
gen and another 25-foot line for 


communications equipment. 
Using hand-holds, he will slip 
down the side of the spacecraft 
to the equipment bay at the base 
of the ship and put on the stored 
back pack. He will disconnect 
the communications line,attach 
it to the 75-foot line stored in 
the bay and connect this single 
line to his suit.

Nothing could be more serious 
in a city where Democrats nor­ 
mally out-register the Republi­ 
cans by better than 3 to I. How­ 
ever, political insiders doubt 
that either charge will stick.

He insists 
there is no Republican or Dem­ 
ocratic way of cleaning up the 
streets of New York. 
To his supporters, thisisam - 
ple proof that John Vliet Lind­ 
say long since has redeemed 
what many regard as the one 
mistake of his groping youth, 
when in a moment of confusion, 
he joined the Republican party. 
If voters in the Nov. 2 election 
require 
further evidence of 
Lindsay's un-Republicanism,he 
can always cite the fact that he 
refused to support Barry Gold- 
water in 1964, often failed to 
vote with his party in Congress. 
Despite Lyndon B. Johnson's 
sweep last year in the nation 
and city, it was Lindsay who 
out-polled the President in his 
district. 
He is young, 43; tall, 6 feet 3; 
thin, 180 pounds, and spectac­ 
ularly handsome, with pale blue 
eyes, classic sharp nose, heroic 
chin and boyishly tousled red­ 
dish-brown hair. 
In style, Lindsay reminds one 
of an earnest young minister 
with a good tailor and an end. 
less supply of righteous indigna­ 
tion. In oratory, he generally 
avoids humor, tends to thunder 
and does not shrink from hyper­ 
bole. 
He frequently recalls his days 
in the Pacific — on a destroyer 
— and often attacks Beam e,his 
principal opponent, as the pris­ 
oner of a political machine. 
His infrequent humor tends to 
be heavy and somewhat star­ 
tling.

Flow Of Silver less Quarters Runs Ahead Of Schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
mint has produced 100 million 
new silverless quarters and 
production is running ahead of 
schedule, a Treasury official 
said today. 
Hie new coins will be put into 
circulation in time for the 
Christmas shopping season al­ 
though the date for release has 


not been set. 
By the end of the year, the 
official said, the mint will begin 
turning out silverless dimes and 
half 
dollars. Original plans 
called for production of these 
coins early next year. 
The new quarters and dimes 
consist of a layer of copper 
sandwiched between two layers 


of cupronickel, a copper-nickel 
alloy of which the nickel coin is 
made. 
The change was authorized by 
Congress because of a potential 
shortage of silver. The silver 
content of the half dollar was 
reduced from 90 to 40 per cent.

THE MISTAKEN THWART CAUSE OF 
FREEDOM 
The word “Mistaken** is frequently used to 
describe those who thwart the cause of free­ 
dom. Some of these detractors are sworn 
enemies of the American system. Others attempt 
to hide their basic hostility toward freedom 
behind a smoke screen of popular slogans 
promoting, in demagogic fashion, welfare and 
progress. 
Communists in America are, of course, pri­ 
marily a security problem best dealt with by 
government security agencies and duly con­ 
stituted committees of Congress. But com­ 
munists have no monopoly on hostility toward 
freedom, though in the end they benefit from 
freedom’s reverses. 
It is to all of freedom’s detractors that the 
term “Mistaken” is directed. Many of these 
would like to be known as “liberals.** But 
the word “liberal** means to be for freedom, 
and freedom’s detractors must not be permitted 
to mislead us in this manner. 
The most important fact to be learned about a 
man who states his views on public policy, or 
helps to carry out public policy through govern­ 
ment, is whether on questions of public policy 
he puts personal freedom first. Freedom must 
maintain first place as our highest public value, 
or sooner or later we will lose it altogether. 
This is not to say that men may not have 
values more dear than personal freedom, such 
as love of God and devotion to the church. But 
religion teaches that the relationship between a 
man and his Maker is a personal relationship; 
it is not a matter of public policy. “Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things which be 
Caesar’s, and unto God the things which be 
God’s.” The final test to be applied to govern­ 
ment is the degree to which it maintains free­ 
dom. 
It is vital to stress the primacy of freedom 
as a test for government, because history has 
illustrated the extraordinary cleverness of de­ 
signing men who fabricate excuses for power. 
The Hitler type of dictator, openly claiming 
power as an end in itself, is the rarest type. 
Far more common are those who seek power 
under the banner of “good aim s.” Power is 
an old, tempting, habit-forming drug of the mind. 
It is a weakness nearly all of us share. The 
constant reinforcement of freedom can safe­ 
guard us from the inroads of power. 
The one characteristic that all the Mistaken 
share in common is that they do not put free­ 
dom first. They may differ in every other 
conceivable way; they may wish to destroy 
only certain freedoms while leaving others 
intact, (getting rid of freedom to own and use 
property, while keeping the freedom to write 
and speak and vote, is the most popular Mis­ 
taken position along this line.) 
They may claim to act in behalf of one or 
more economic classes or minority groups. 
They may have any one of a thousand ways of 
supplanting freedom by power-parties, com­ 
missions, bureaus, “czars,” planning schemes, 
and educational establishments which will teach 
the primacy of the State. But the same root 
feeds all the spreading branches of this evil 
tree. It is the root of hostility to freedom. 
The Mistaken have labored long and hard over 
the years to build up a great scarecrow to 
confuse and deceive the unthinking. That scare­ 
crow might be labeled: FREEDOM versus WEL­ 
FARE. The objective is to make people believe 
that those who are for freedom are, by the 
same token, against welfare for “the masses 
of the people.” The unstated premise behind 
this great scarecrow slogan is: Freedom means 
poverty; power means welfare. 
To that premise, all history gives the lie. 
America has been and still is the freest 
nation on earth. Did freedom bring total poverty 
here? 
Red China is totally in the grip of absolute 
power, not only claimed, but ruthlessly exer­ 
cised at every level of life. Has power brought 
welfare to Red China? Incredible as it may seem, 
a few deluded apologists say that it has; but 
the tide of refugees flowing into Hong Kong, 
the sweeping famines, the misery of millions 
which even the Red Chinese leaders now admit, 
tell the true story. 
Perhaps power, lasting longer, would have done 
more for welfare? Consider the case of the 
African nation of Ethiopia. It has lasted for 
thousands of years in total, 
uninterrupted 
squalor. 
Yesterday, today, and tomorrow, freedom will 
bring welfare, and power will bring poverty 
and tyranny. The exceptions are rare. 
The pretended motive of the Mistaken, to im­ 
prove the well-being of their fellowmen, is 
easily exposed as fraudulent. But what are 
their real motives? This is a troublesome 
question that bewilders Americans who cannot 
account for opposition to personal freedom 
among many of our leaders and opinion-makers. 
This unanswered question leads many persons 
to two miscalculations: The first is to believe 
that highly respected men must have good 
reasons to take such a position; the second is 
rto claim that all the Mistaken are traitorously 
| seeking to turn our country over to the com- 
:munist empire. 
( It is often said that basic truths are really 
i 
'very simple and that the trickery of evil and 
the confusions of human error are infinitely 


complex. This is axiomatic of freedom. The case 
for freedom is simple and clear. The case 
and actions against it are often fearfully com­ 
plicated. 
Still, there is one common threat which runs 
throughout this crazy-quilt: The search and 
demand for power by the Mistaken to control 
the lives and actions of their fellowmen. 
The more lusty Mistaken want to take away 
natural freedom and the just earnings of a 
productive life and give them back, only in 
part, with a government stamp of approval. 
This desire for control over the lives of 
others is common to the Mistaken—whether they 
are communist, socialist, fascist, or mas­ 
querading as public-spirited servants of the 
downtrodden. 
Why would any man want to take away the 
freedom and the earnings belonging to another? 
Whole libraries have been written to justify 
such an act, but the answer lies in defiance 
of the Tenth Commandment given man at his 
distant beginnings. Simple envy (to covet) is at 
the root of far more clamor for power and 
seizure than most of us would like to believe. 
One man sees another more successful than 
he. Resentment follows, 
then planning and 
scheming. Why should he keep what he has? 
Could some of it be taken away from him in 
the name of the people as a whole? And if 
some, why not a great deal? Why not every­ 
thing? 
. This is not to say that wealthy and suc­ 
cessful men do not have a real duty to the 
free society which has made their wealth and 
success possible. Most of them are quick 
to recognize it. 
It is one thing to request, through the proper 
channels of the Constitution and the law, whatever 
support may be necessary for the defense of 
freedom; it is quite another to use the power 
of government to control life and earnings, 
to force everyone down to an artificial equality. 
A free man is proud to defend liberty, but the 
envious, the covetous, would destroy liberty in 
order to prevent some persons from making 
productive use of it. 
Other Mistaken are not covetous; they appear 
sincerely to believe that the destruction of 
freedom is necessary to attain the goals of their 
particular ideology. What they fail to realize 
is that freedom is far too great a price to pay 
for any ideology. Naked and brutal power is the 
only heir to destruction of freedom. Power 
will be the only aim of the Mistaken should they 
succeed.

DIVORCE IS NO ANSWER 
There would be consternation 
in any com munity if a court were 
to rule that the marriage license

This, roughly, is what the Su­ 
preme Court has done to the 
banking community of the na­ 
tion - - a t least that portion of 
it involved in some hundreds of

understandably conftised. 
The High Court, unimpressed

But Virginia’s Senator A. Wil­ 
lis Robertson, the distinguished 
chairman of the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee, has 
ridden to the rescue with a 
bill (S. 1698) that he says, "Will 
reinstate the original purpose 
and intent of Congress.” 
Specifically, 
the Robertson 
Bill adds two paragraphs to the 
FDIC Act which spell out the

of

bodies given control over m er­ 
gers in the Bank Merger Act. 


Equally important, S. 1698 is 
so written as to apply to pre­ 
vious 
mergers 
— including 
those now under fire for anti­ 
trust violation by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice — as well as 
to protect the mergers of the 
future. 
It remains now to see that 
the Robertson Bill is passed. 
The confusion attending 
an 
"unmerging ” of banks 
is an 
unthinkable threat to an order­ 
ly economy and the possibilities 
are staggering. On the strength 
of the recent Supreme 
Court 
rulings, the Justice Department 
could conceivably challenge the 
more than 2,000 bank mergers 
that have taken place since 
the Clayton Antitrust Act was 
amended in 1950. 
There is no justifiable reason 
to question these mergers. All 
have been approved by Fed­ 
eral agencies charged 
with 
maintaining sound and competi­ 
tive banking in the areas 
af­ 
fected. There is no evidence 
that such mergers have not been 
in the 
public interest and to 
subject them now to a differing 
standard is a reckless abuse of 
power.

NEW YORK (AP) — I don't 
think anyone has noticed it yet 
but that 15th century map that 
has Yale University and the 
Italian 
Historical 
Society 
flinging scholarly stilettos at 
each other actually proves them 
both wrong. 
Christopher Columbus did not 
discover America. But neither 
did Leif Ericsson and his Vi­ 
kings as the Yalies say their 
map shows. 
On the ter right of the map, 
between what appears to be 
China and what could be Japan, 
is the notation: '“Die Tartars 
affirm beyond doubt that a new 
land is situated in the outermost 
parts of the world.” 
It doesn't say how the Tartars 
knew about it. 
But I know. 
Hoei-shin told them. 
And Hoei-shin, as any con­ 
noisseur of 5th century Chinese 
yearbooks can tell you or Yale 
or the Italian Historical Society, 
was the Buddhist priest who 
discovered America in the year 
499. 
I kid you not. 
It is so recorded that, in the 
last year of the 5th century, 
Hoei-shin 
visited 
a country 
called Fusang which he pin­ 
pointed for future travelers as 
lying 15,000 11 east of Tahan. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
precise 
.value of the 11 in 499 was not 
handed down with the story and 
Tahan is mythical. 
Anyway, Hoei-shin must have 
had him self a ball. 
He fell among peace-loving 
people who had been converted 
to Buddhism by five beggar 


monks 29 years before. They 
had no weapons but a lot of gold 
and silver which they treated 
with contempt. 
They were ruled by a king 
called the Ichi who, for some 
apparently 
religious reason, 
changed the color of his clothes 
every two years for a cycle of 10 
years. The color, not 
his 
clothes. 
Their proudest possession was 
a tree bamboo-like shoots of 
which provided food, its red 
fruit kept a whole year without 
refrigeration, and its bark could 
be made into linen and paper. 
In case you think you have • 
noticed a resemblance between 
Fusang and the Mexico oi the 
Aztecs or the Peru oithc’- -a.*, 
then you're in a simi’ r 
’o 
Columbus. Somebody bt 
>< 
to it 90 years ago. 
But, now that Yale and its 
map have proved beyond doubt 
that 
Hoei- shin 
discovered 
America in 499, we who prefer 
our speculation undiluted by 
fact must turn elsewhere for 
the real discoverer of the New 
World. 
Maybe it was the Romans in 
the Is* century, else why would 
a bronze cup resembling one 
found in the ruins of Pompeii 
turn up under 18 inches of top- 
soil by the Roanoke River in 
Virginia? 
Or perhaps it was the Phoeni­ 
cians as early as the 5th century 
B.C., else why would the image 
of one of their ships be carved 
on a rock in Middleboro, M ass., 
and their Semitic alphabet on 
stones in Mechanicsburg, Pa? 
Okay, Yale, let’s see how you 
handle that one. 


WASHINGTON - It’s been a 
long time since Congress 
in­ 
vestigated one of its own mem­ 
bers. The club spirit is too 
strong. But now an incident 
has taken place inside 
the 
• House 
Agriculture Committee 
which merits investigation — if 
Congress itself has any guts. 
It is strictly against 
the 
-rules of Congress 
for an out­ 
side business interest to 
be 
present at a closed committee 
session. Either Congress must 
open its doors to everyone or 
to no one. Tiere 
can be 
no 
special privilege for one per­ 
son. 


This is such an important 
rule that the Senate once 
of­ 
ficially censured Sen. Hiram 
Bingham, 
the powerful Con­ 
necticut Republican, 
who per­ 
mitted a representative of the 
Connecticut Manufacturers As­ 
sociation, Charles L . Eyanson, 
to sit in on an executive session 
of the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee when it was considering the 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act. 
Bingham has great prestige 
in the Republican party, but he 
has censured anyway. There 
have been only two cases 
of 
censure in this century. 
Rep. Harold Cooley, Demo­ 
crat of North Carolina, 
has 
now 
done 
exactly the 
same 
thing, only he’s done it more 
than once. 
During the recent writing of 
the 
sugar act, just as 
im­ 
portant as the Smoot-Hawley 
Tariff Act, Cooley permitted 
to sit in on an executive ses­ 
sion 
Irving Hoff of the Cane 
Sugar Refiners and Phil Jones 
of the Beet Sugar Association. 
T ie rest of the public, the rest 
of the suggar lobbyists were ex­ 
cluded 
while Hoff and Jones 
were permitted to suggest what 
should go into the bill and what 
. should be kept out. 
On 
another 
occasion Hugh 
Laughlin of the Owens-Illinois 
glass company was permitted 
to sit in executive session. 
Laughlin, as recently revealed 
by Jack Anderson, was plugging 
for a sugar quota for the Bahama 
Islands, where Owens-Illinois 
has been cutting pulpwood 
on 
Great Abaco Island. 
Obligingly the callous 
Mr. 
Cooley gave a 10,000-ton quota 
to 
the 
Bahamas, 
though the 
entire quota will actually go to 
Owens-Illinois Glass. What the 
public doesn't 
know is that it 
will have to pay the bill to the 
tune of about a million dollars 
a year. 
Mr. Cooley is a charming and 
redoubtable 
man. 
He 
also 
nurtures an irresistable urge 
to chase the almighty dollar. 
And he is quite bold about it. 
In April 1962, when Presi­ 
dent Kennedy was doing his 
best to pass a new farm bill, 
Cooley, though entrusted with 
that bill, was down in Rocky 
Mount, N. C., trying a case 


involving the estate of mil­ 
lionaire A. J. Mimms. The re­ 
ported fee to Cooley if he won 
was $200,000. 
Cooley spent so many weeks 
trying the case that President 
Kennedy telephoned and asked 
him to come back. After all, a 
Congressman is paid for work­ 
ing for the government in Wash­ 
ington, not trying private cases 
out of Washington. Cooley lost 
his 
lawsuit, 
but instead 
of 
coming back to pilot the farm 
bill, he flew to Rome, Italy, 
on a junket • at the taxpayers’ 
expense. 
Cooley, incidentally, is one 
of the gayest junketeers 
in 
Congress. He even sent his sis­ 
ter Mabel on a junket to Eu­ 
rope to investigate hoof 
and 
mouth disease, though there is 
no hoof and mouth disease in 
the United States. 
It was this same Mabel who 
took the famous junket to 
the 
Dominican Republic in 1960, 
along with Mr. and M rs. Roger 
Cooley, the Congressman's son 
and 
daughter-in4aw. 
They, 
along 
with visiting Congress­ 
men, were wined and dined by 
Dictator Trujillo. At that time 
Trujillo was considered 
the 
Caesar of the Caribbean, and 
the State Department was break­ 
ing relations with him. Despite- 
this, the callous Mr. Cooley 
and his agriculture committee 
increased the Dominican sugar 
quota. 
Seventy 
per cent 
of 
the 
Dominican sugar was personal­ 
ly owned 
by Trujillo. 
What 
Congress did, therefore, was 
to enrich Trujillo and not the 
Cominican people. 
In handing out foreign sugar 
quotas last month, Cooley was 
wanton, sham eless and in fevor 
of his pals, the lobbyists. He 
cut Argentina, a friendly Dem­ 
ocratic country, to 26,000 tons 
though its agricultural attache, 
who 
believed 
that the Demo­ 
cratic system also prevailed in 
the United States and there­ 
fore hired no pal of Cooley’s 
as his lobbyist, had asked for 
60,000. He appeared before the 
committee him self. 
Cooley’s pal, Art Quinn, got 
everything he asked for 
on 
behalf of British Honduras and 
Ecuador. On the other hand, 
Mexico, represented by strait­ 
laced 
Oscar 
Chapman, who 
helped 
to write the 
original 
sugar 
act as assistant 
to 
Sen. Edward Costigan of Colo­ 
rado, was cut by 54,000 tons. 
It 
will be interesting to see 
whether any of the fine young 
freshmen who came to Congress 
full of ideas or whether such 
men of ethics and influence as 
Rep. John Blatnik, D-Mlnn.,will 
have 
the guts to protect 
the 
reputation 
of Congress 
by 
proposing a Cooley resolution 
of censure. Or will they 
re­ 
member how when Rep. 
Don 
Edwards, D-Calif., proposed an 
investigation into the unethical 


conduct of Rep. William 
Z. 
M iller, New York Republican, 
he has adminished by 
John 
Rooney of Brooklyn and other 
.senior congressmen that 
he 
would lose choice committee 
positions and not be able to get 
his legislation passed. Edwards 
went away a disillusioned man. 


Dodd w rites a private letter, 
.o Pope on Red China.

WASHINGTON 
- For 
a 
devout Catholic, even one as' 
outspoken 
as Sen. Thomas 
Dodd, D-Conn., to question a 
pronouncement from the Pope 
is as rare as it is rash. Yet 
the senator has respectfully- 
challenged Pope Paul's seeming 
appeal to the United Nations to 
admit Red China to the fold. 
In a private letter to the Holy 
Father, hand-delivered to 
the 
Papal Nuncio in Washington, 
Dodd 
argued 
passionately 
against seating Red China. He 
mailed copies to several Car­ 
dinals in an apparent effort to 
bring the issue to a head in­ 
side the Vatican. 
"This concession to 
Red 
China would only inspire the 
Chinese Communists to step 
up the tempo and scale of their 
aggressive 
and 
subversive 
operations," warned Dodd. 
He also predicted that China’s 
admission “ would almost cer­ 
tainly result in the early dis­ 
integration 
of 
the 
United 
Nations." 
T ie Senator from Connecticut 
began his letter by declaring 
how "profoundly moved" he 
had been by the Pope's eloquent 
appeal for peace. 
"However," he added, "I am 
worried by the implications of 
your Holiness’s proposal that 
the United Nations should study 
the right method of opening its 
doors 
to all countries 
now 
excluded from its roster. 
"I gravely fear that, in the 
context of the present 
world 
situation, this statement will 
be construed by certain people 
as a plea for the admission of 
Red China to the 
United Na­ 
tions." 
Dodd contended that American 
opposition "has not been based 
on a sim ple dislike of Commu­ 
nism. It is rather based on the 
conviction that Red China's ad­ 
mission would rob the United 
Nations of all moral signifi­ 
cance, and would paralyze what­ 
ever 
capacity 
for 
peaceful 
action the United Nations still 
retains. 
"It 
would exacerbate rather 
than reduce the conflict be­ 
tween the free world and the 
Communist world." 
Note: Some militant Catholics 
have been disturbed, too, over 
the Pope’s plea for "disarma­ 
ment" 
and 
"coexistence." 
They have accused others of 
being soft on Communism for 
saying le ss than the Pope has 
now said.

The Attorney General 
told

even old Joe Valachi knew. 
The Valachi chart on the Joe 
Bonanno 
grouping 
disclosed 
only 21 names. Mr. Morgenthau 
now has well over five times 
that many. 
Typical of his activities is

discovery of the man who 
took 
over 
from 
Carmine 
Galante, who took over from 
Joe Bonanno when the latter 
disappeared a year ago almost 
to the day. 
The newcomer, John Morale, 
a fugitive for 22 years from 
an army desertion charge, was 
discovered living well in a New 
York suburb.

which

into the Lucchese empire. Thus 
the probers ran across Johnny 
Dio’s trail. 
The ex-convict who served 
time in Atlanta not too long ago 
when Joe Valachi was 
there 
fascinates the government now 
for many reasons. Some of the 
men who were with him in the * 
old team ster's dummy • union 
charter days have set up new 
operations. One of them, 
for 
example, is a Sidney Hodes, 
once 
president 
of 
two 
Teamsters* locals and secre­ 
tary - treasurer of another all 
at the same time. 
Now Hodes is the $10,000- 
a-year 
business agent 
of 
Teamsters’ Local 875 
in a 
New York City suburb. Official­ 
ly, his outfit is the Rug-clean- 
ers, Dyers, Handlers, Drivers, 
Helpers and Production Work­ 
ers* union. 
They’ve been organizing the 
employes of small businesses. 
What concerns the government 
now is the pattern. Is it isolated?

LAWRENCE, Kan. AP - The 
national punting 
leader, 
Bill 
Lynch of Kansas, is a side - 
saddle kicker who doesn't want 
to reform, a sophomore who has 
played only 14 games of foot ball 
in his life and wasn't even listed 
in the Kansas brochure. 
Lynch took over the NCAA 
lead with a 46.9 average after 
he produced at aphenominal 53- 
yard clip against Iowa State. 
"In practice, Lynch was all 
over the place and kicking it off 
the side of his toot,” said Jack 
Mitchell, Kansas coach. "Bill is 
a player, though. Put a player 
under pressure and he comes 
through. He's a great competi­ 
tor." 
Lynch didn't go out for football 
at Hutchinson, Kan. high school 
until his senior year, after a del­ 
egation of players convinced his 
mother football wasn't as rough 
as she feared. 
He was a quick-kicker in high 
school and averaged 45.5. 
“ On quick kicks, you have to 
swing your leg around from the 
side," Mitchell said. "He was 
still doing it as a freshman. This 
fall we tried to change him, but 
it didn't work out. So now he's 
side-saddle again." 
When poor kicking hurt the 
Jayhawks the first two games, 


Mitchell turned to Lynch. He 
started as a roving linebacker 
at California. 
“ Playing defense gave me the 
confidence I needed," Lynch 
said. "I .was just real pleased 
I didn’t flub up kicking the ball.” 
A solid 190-pounder, just under 
6 feet tall,Lynch's first two col­ 
lege efforts at California were 
average. On his third chance, he 
kicked on three 
successive 
plays the last two times after 
penalties, and got 
more dis­ 
tance every time. His last one, 
which counted, was a 65-yarder 
dead on the Cal 14. 
"I felt better after that,” he 
said. Against Iowa State he had 
a 70-yarder dead on the 6, set­ 
ting up the only Kansas touch­ 
down.

Austria fears “importing inflation" 
by allowing too much foreign investment. American interests 
are currently offering to help finance a new autobahn stretch­ 
ing from westerly Innsbruck toward the Italian border. The 
money is needed, but it will not be automatically accepted. 
Heavy infusions of capital from neighboring, prosperous 
West Germany might be had, except that Austrians plainly 
fear German control of some enterprises might result, 
seven years of Nazi rule are not forgotten. 
The country also is heavily dependent on imports for cru 
cial raw materials. 
Its trading abroad is threatened by the common tariff front 
being erected by the six nations of the European Common 
Market.

In previous action the County 
Court by a 2-1 vote had agreed 
to issue a county license. 
The Ministerial Alliance was 
represented at the Friday court 
session by Rev. W. R. Elledge, 
pastor of the First 
General 
Baptist Church and vice presi­ 
dent 
of the 
M i n i s t e r i a l 
Alliance; Rev. Orville Myers, 
pastor of the Second General 
Baptist Church; Rev. Marshall 
Dark, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, and the Rev. Doctor 
Arthur C. Fulbright, Methodist 
minister. 
Thursday of last week mem­ 
bers of the Ministerial Alliance 
held a conference in the office 
of Prosecuting Attorney Paul 
McGhee, where the Alliance 
prese ted its first official pro­ 
test of the reopening of the 
tavern. 


The Rev. Dr. Fulbright, act­ 
ing as a spokesman for the 
group, stated that the Minis­ 
terial Alliance was protesting 


against the reopening of this 
tavern for two reasons — one, 
“ that this would be the first 
license in the county for selling 
3.2 beer which would, under 
state law, allow the establish­ 
ment to remain open seven days 
a week. In connection with this 
the Alliance members protested 
the fact that two of the County 
Court Judges had sanctioned the 
reopening of the tavern by voting 
to issue a county license. 
The second objection the Alli­ 
ance raised to having the tavern 
reopened was the fact, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Fulbright “that it 
has been a great deteriment 
morally over the years and it 
will be selling beer seven days 
a week which will create prob­ 
lems for everyone concerned.” 
Prosecuting Attorney McGhee, 
after hearing the statement by 
the Alliance, told the delegation 
that neither he nor his office 
had authority to issue liquor 
licenses and recommended that 
the Alliance take its protest 
directly to the County Court. 
The Rev. Mr. Fulbright, still 
acting as the Alliance spokes­ 
man, said “We are especially 
concerned with the fact that 
many of our youth are obtain­ 
ing intoxicating beverages and 
we feel that if this tavern is 
reopened it will be a detriment 
to many people, including teen­ 
agers.” 
He added in expressing the Al­ 
liance’s opposition that “ we 
feel 
that 
if this tavern is 
allowed to reopen and sell 3.2 
beer and remain open on Sun­ 
day this will only be the first, 
and other such establishments 
will follow.” 
Members of the Alliance stated 
firmly that they felt it “ neces­ 
sary to take a stand on the situa­ 
tion and to prevent this tavern 
from reopening if at all pos­ 
sible.” 
College Crush Hits 
Nations Campuses

WASHINGTON (AP) — On a 
schedule as inexorable as the 
sun's rising, the college crush 
hit the nation's campuses this 
fall. 
With rare exception, the cam­ 
puses weren't ready. 
The final figures aren't yet in, 
but there are approximately 5.4 
million college students 
en­ 
rolled this fail. 
This is almost two million 
more than the 3.6 million stu­ 
dents enrolled just five short 
years ago, and an 8 per cent 
increase over last fall. 
The biggest burden has fallen 
on the public colleges and uni­ 
versities, which enroll about 65 
per cent of all undergraduates. 
For example, the University 
of Minnesota enrolled a fresh­ 
man class of 9,614 last month. 
This is more than the combined 
freshman enrollment of 9,240in 
all eight Ivy League schools — 
Yale, 
Harvard, 
Dartmouth, 
Brown, the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, Columbia, Cornell and 
Princeton. 
To cope with the hordes of 
students, the public institutions 
have started classes in early 
morning and run them late into 
the night. They have taken over 
private homes as domitories, 
and rented space in motels. 
They have squeezed three stu­ 
dents into rooms designed for 
two, increased the use of class­ 
room television and opened 
branch campuses. 
And, tragically, they have 
shut the doors on thousands of 
qualified applicants for lack of 
space. 
In New Jersey, 25,000 were 
turned away, some of them hon­ 
or students and valedictorians.

m i seniors will take 
the 
Ohio Psychological examina-_ 
tion on October 21. This test 
is given to establish student 
scores which are used by all 
Missouri State 
colleges and 
the University and standards 
for college entrance. They are 
also used by many other col* 
leges and universities through* 
out the nation. 
Another test which will be 
given to Juniors or seniors is 
the 
Preliminary 
Scholastic 
Aptitude test which will 
be 
given on Saturday, October 23. 
It will be available to those who 
request it and already 100 stu­ 
dents have done so. It is rec­ 
ommended especially to those 
students who may plan to attend 
private colleges or those out of 
state. Some Missouri state col­ 
leges also use these test scores 
in addition to the Ohio Psy­ 
chological. 


While our Board of Education 
has given much consideration 
and emphasis to our vocational 
education program during the 
past several years, they have 
given equal stress to improve­ 
ment of the college prepara­ 
tory, academic, or general edu­ 
cation 
curriculum. Any stu­ 
dent can receive the neces­ 
sary preparation for entrance 
to any college in the 
United 
States, depending upon his or 
her ability and effort. Con­ 
siderably more than the re­ 
quired number of units of work 
in each subject 
matter field 
are available in our curriculum. 
This includes: five units 
of 
English; five units of social 
studies; 
six 
units 
of lab 
science; four units of math; 
four years each of two languages 
and a broad program in the fine 
arts, practical arts, physical 
education and other require­ 
ments and electives. 
We try to maintain contact 
with our graduates who go onto 
college as well as those who 
take jobs when they finish high 
school. We find that most of 
our graduates, now in college, 
are at least as successful as 
they were here. That is if they 
made good grades in high school 
they usually do good work in 
college. Most of them report 
that their preparation here was 
sound in relation to the college 
courses in which they are en­ 
rolled. A considerable number 
get advanced standing in college 
after taking preliminary tests 
of their preparation for basic 
college subjects. 
Conversely, students who do 
not take advantage of the op­ 
portunities to learn in 
high 
school usually have trouble in 
college 
because 
of 
poor 
preparation, bad study habits, 
etc. We are concerned about 
this, as teachers always have 
been, and we may be making 
.some progress and would like 
to do better. 
It is, of course, highly im­ 
portant that students and par­ 
ents work with the schools in 
their 
choice 
of subjects or 
courses as early as possible 
and in relation to what their 
future plans may be. 


For the first time in nearly 
15 years 
it was necessary to 
make a small increase in ad­ 
mission

OBESITY LINKED TO FAMILY 
STATUS 
When a family moves up or 
down 
the 
status ladder, a 
woman’s weight reflects the 
move. 
With a step up, she 
gets thinner. With a decline, 


she puts on weight. 
This is 
the finding of University of 
Pennsylvania researchers who 
studied 1,660 New Yorkers aged 
20 to 59. 
Among women in the lowest 
socioeconomic groig), one in 
three was obese as against 
one in six of the middle group 
and only one in 20 of those on 
the highest income rung. 
The 
investigators 
found 
obesity among 17 per cent of 
women who remained in the 
group in which they were born. 
Among those who had moved 
down, 22 per cent were grossly 
overweight.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 
passage Tuesday sent to the 
White House an omnibus farm 
bill setting two precedents— 
direct support payments to cot­ 
ton growers and a four-year 
authorization, the longest pe­ 
riod ever covered by such leg­ 
islation. 
Passage was by voice vote of 
a compromise version approved 
by the House last Friday, 219 to 
150. It follows in general pro­ 
posals offered by the adminis­ 
tration, so President Johnson is 
expected to sign the bill. 
It sets production and price 
controls for wheat, feed grains, 
rice, wool, cotton, dairy prod­ 
ucts and retirement of surplus 
croplands. Unlike the 
other 
commodity programs of four 
years, the dairy program would 
be 
permanent 
except 
for 
changes Congress makes in the 
future. 
The cost is expected to be 
about $4,000,000,000 for 
the 
1966 crop year, but the Agri­ 
culture 
Department says the 
• total should be $300,000,000 
lower than in recent years. 
The cotton program would peg 
the support price for cotton next 
year at 21 cents a pound to en­ 
able producers to compete with 
the world market price, which 
is currently about 24 cents a 
pound. 
Farmers who cut back present 
acreage allotments by 12 1/2 
per cent would qualify for direct 
subsidies of about 9 cents a 
pound. By reducing acreage up 
to 35 per cent producers would 
qualify for more money. 
Those who don’t want controls 
and prefer to take their chances 
on world prices could plant up 
to 250,000 acres next year. This 
could be reduced in future years 
if cotton carryover stocks re­ 
main high. 
Farmers with less than 10 
acres or production of under 
3600 pounds could qualify for 


price supports and subsidies 
without trimming their acreage. 
The goal is to cut cotton sur­ 
pluses, which has risen under 
present programs to more than 
15,000,000 bales. 
Wheat growers would be guar­ 
anteed at least $1.84 1/2 a 
bushel. Wheat used for domestic 
consumption in bread would be 
supported at $2.57 a bushel- 
including a basic support price 
of $1.25 and extra payments of 
75 cents by millers and 57 
cents by the federal treasury. 
Domestic 
wheat processors 
would continue to buy certifi­ 
cates to make up the difference 
between the basic support price 
and $2. 
The feed grain program which 
has been in effect the past four 
years would continue. 
The dairy program would per­ 
mit the Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration to sell dairy products 
even when they are not con­ 
sidered surplus. 


The wool program is just about 
the same as the present one, 
includes modifications designed 
to increase United States pro­ 
duction. The support 
price 
would be raised next year to 
65 cents a pound. 
The cropland adjustment pro­ 
vision is designed to remove 
40,000,000 acres from crop 
production, with the government 
sharing the cost of finding new 
uses for the land. 
The rice program provides 
that if acreage allotments fall 
below the 1965 level the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture would be 
required to carry out a four- 
year diversion program similar 
to that for other commodities. 
The bill includes a statement 
affirming it is the feeling of 
Congress that the Agriculture 
Department is the appropriate 
agency to determine the facts 
relating to the need for foreign 
labor.

Year Without Khrushcev 
Solves Few Problems 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

A year without Nikita Khru­ 
shchev seems to have solved 
few problems for the Kremlin. 
Government by committee has 
been the rule since the unpre­ 
dictable Khrushchev faded as 
premier from the Soviet scene. 
Veteran party men are in con­ 
trol, but younger men are push­ 
ing steadily toward the top. 
For all of them, the Khru­ 
shchev legacy has been a maze 
of domestic, foreign policy and 
world 
Communist problems. 
The 
collective 
leadership 
seems to be groping - and per­ 
haps nervous as if indicating 
there 
might 
be significant 
changes before long. 
Khrushchev's bulky shadow 
has not been entirely banished. 
.Khrushchevism — much of what 
he initiated in 10 years — re­ 
mains 
without 
the 
Khru- 
shchevian dynamism behind it. 
A confusing struggle seems to 
persist between two elements of 
the Communist party, liberal 
and conservative. 
The 
domestic 
atmosphere 
suggests a slowly developing 
cultural and economic revolu­ 
tion. Abroad, the Kremlin is 
alert to flashing danger signals 
warning of the possibility of ma­ 
jor war. The collective treads 
warily through thorny dilem­ 
mas provoked by the Moscow- 
Peking schism. 
A year ago this week, the 
word on most Soviet lips was 
"Voskhod" —sunrise—the name 
of a new spaceship. As Vosk- 
hod's three-man team of cosmo­ 
nauts whirled in orbit, Khru­ 
shchev excitedly voiced his hap­ 
piness that "everything was all 
right up there." 
While Khrushchev talked to 
the orbiting spacemen by radio 
from a Black Sea resort, the 
Communist party Central com­ 
mittee quietly gathered in Mos­ 
cow. 
The 
day after Khru­ 
shchev's talk with the cosmo­ 
nauts, they came down ahead of 
schedule. The following day, 
Oct. 
15, 
down 
came Khru­ 
shchev. 
The Central Committee an­ 
nounced it decided to grant his 
request for retirement because 
of his age and his health. 
It became clear that the plot­ 
ters had kicked him out, accus­ 
ing 
him 
of 
hare-brained 
schemes, blundering in foreign 
and Communist policy, damag­ 
ing the economy and other sins. 
How 
have his successors 
done? Today the picture looks 
like this: 
Two veterans of the Stalin 
era, Leonid I.Brezhnev, 59,and 
Alexei N. Kosygin, 61, hold the 
top jobs of party chief and pre- 
T 


mier, respectively. Much au­ 
thority seems vested in Anastas 
I. Mikoyan, 70, the last of the 
old Bolsheviks in the hierarchy. 
He is chairman of the Parlia­ 
ment's—Supreme Soviet Presi­ 
dium, a sort of president of the 
Younger men are on 
the 
move, men like Alexander N. 
Shelepin, 47,and Kirill T. Mazu- ’ 
rov, 51, from Byelo Russia, both 
a generation removed from the 
revolutionary fever of original 
Bolshevism. 
ECONOMIC— 
Late in September, the party 
Central 
Committee 
adopted 
measures intended to end some 
of the economic confusion and 
the woes engendered by Khru­ 
shchev's experiments in indus­ 
try and agriculture. It stressed 
profits and incentives for con­ 
sumer industries. In this, it had 
to deal with conflicting views of 
the military and other conserva­ 
tive elements concerned with 
Soviet defensive might. 
The results of the meeting and 
indications in the party and gov­ 
ernment press indicate that re­ 
formers in the UjSjSJt. still 
wield great power. 
The liberal wing seemed to be 
holding its own against conserv­ 
ative, Neo^Jtalinist elements. 
The party still seeks to keep a 
rein on its writers and artists, 
but it frequently extends the 
olive branch. 
If the new regime intended to 
mend the tear in the world Com­ 
munist fabric, it failed. Khru­ 
shchev had been Red China's 
main target in the debate on 
how world revolution should be 
pursued. Today Peking accuses 
Moscow 
of 
"Khrushchevism 
without 
Khrushchev," 
of a 
cowardly attitude on questions 
of war and peace, of retarding 
revolutions. 
In East Europe, the Soviet 
grip has weakend. The trend 
has been toward more inde­ 
pendence of action, notably in 
economic policy. 
The frustrations are as great 
as, if not greater than during 
the Khrushchev era. The Rus­ 
sians have been bedeviled by 
Red Chinese attempts to shut 
them out of the Asian sphere, 
and by the danger of Viet Nam. 
Relations 
with 
the 
United 
States, improving for a while, 
deteriorated after the Russians 
rejected a plea by President 
Johnson for easing tensions. Oh 
the surface, at least, a new 
freeze developed. 
Despite this, and despite Viet 
Nam, there was some easing. 
In Europe, there were signs 
the Russians were withdrawing, 
at least for a while, from any 
showdown over questions of di­ 
vided Germany and Berlin.

Castro Defiant In 
Plea To Moscow 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

Fidel Castro, badgered by 
internal political and economic 
problems, has issued a message 
of defiance to Moscow: Help us 
but don’t try to dominate us; 
don’t try to prevent us from tak­ 
ing risks to foment revolution in 
Latin America. 
Castro wants more Soviet 
arms and wants to be the sole 
judge of what to do with those 
arms, his words indicate. His 
tone suggests he is running into 
an argument in Moscow. 
A copy of the new paper 
Granma, “ organ of the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
party of Cuba,*’ has reached 
this country with the text of a 
Castro speech to the committee. 
This was the speech in which he 
paid tearful tribute to Ernesto 
Guevara, his long-time gueril­ 
la war expert. 
Generally 
overlooked 
was 
Castro's florid peroration, ob­ 
viously directed to Moscow, 
where at this moment Maj. 
Raul 
Castro, Fidel’s brother, 
supposedly is seeking 
more 
arms from Defense Minister 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky. 
The passage suggests that 
Moscow has twisted Castro’s 
|,rm. It indicates Moscow wants 
§o more risks of nuciear show­ 
down occasioned by Castro ad­ 
venturing — that Moscow wants 
to call the shots in Latin Ameri­ 
ca on Communist-inspired revo­ 
lution. 
Castro, though begging help, 
still objects strenuously. He 
wants to run the Latin-Ameri- 
can revolution — and his own 
Cuban revolution — in his own 
way. 
He wants Red revolution with­ 
out Moscow dictation, but with 
Moscow support. 
Here's how Castro put it: 
“ We know quite well where 
the enemy is. In order to defeat 
the aggressive policy of that 
enemy, to continue to oppose it, 
we need the resources and 
weapons, because here, thou­ 
sands of miles away from any 
other Socialist country, thou­ 
sands of miles away without 
being able to depend on any-_ 
thing other than our own forces ' 
and our own weapons, we are 
aware of the risks we are run­ 
ning today and will continue to 
run. We must be armed to the 
teeth and totally prepared.” 
That is the challenge to the 
Soviet 
Union. Castro wants 
more arms if he is to carry the 
revolutionary banner in Latin 
America. But he wants arms 
without strings. Let the rest of 


the Communist world quarrel, 
but let him go his own way. 
“We can disagree with any 
party on any point,” said Cas­ 
tro. He added that he refused to 
view communism as a church 
“ with its Rome and its Ecumen­ 
ical Council.” Castro 
an­ 
nounced he will develop 
his 
own 
revolutionary program. 
And he will continue to 
be 
friendly to both sides in the 
Soviet-Chinese dispute. 
“ What we will never do,” he 
said, “ is to insult with one hand 
and ask with another, and we 
will know how to maintain any 
disagreement within the norms 
of decency, with any party. We 
will know how to be friends with 
those who know how to be 
friends.We will know how to 
respect those who respect us. 
We will never ask anyone’s per­ 
mission to do anything. We will 
never ask anyone for permis­ 
sion to go anywhere. We will 
never ask permission ofanyone 
to be the friends of any party or 
any country. 
“ We aspire to a Communist 
society, but also to a Commu­ 
nist world in which all nations 
will have equal rights. We as­ 
pire to a Communist world in 
which no nation will have the 
right to veto.” 
Castro obviously has been an­ 
noyed by the Russians, who took 
away his missile bases in the 
terrifying 
showdown between 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and the 
late President John F.Kennedy. 
Moscow apparently has drawn 
the reins on his schemes, fear­ 
ful of new showdowns. Perhaps 
the Russians even had a hand in 
stifling Castro ambitions in the 
Dominican Republic. 
It is clear, at any rate, that 
the Russians, who spend almost 
half a billion dollars annually to 
sustain Castro's defense and 
economy, have pressed him to 
bring some order out of his rev­ 
olution. One result has been 
turning over the direction of the 
country to a 100-man party 
directorate in Cuba. 
Castro was highly emotional 
in his address. He read an 
alleged letter from Guevara 
resigning citizenship and all 
’posts in Cuba. It read almost 
like a self-written obituary. 
Tbere is a strong suspicion that, 
prodded by the Russians, Castro 
had to clash with Guevara on 
theoretical problems of revolu­ 
tion in Latin America. At any 
rate, Guevara is gone, and Cas­ 
tro, still needing help, has no­ 
where to look but Moscow. 
That seems to be what annoys 
him most.

1 want to be 
sure this is guuig to be water­ 
proof — not lust water repel- 
lant." 
Hundreds 
of Witherspoons 
pour into New York's garment 
center every week, seeking ev­ 
erything from hats to house 
slippers for sale at the stores in 
ScrantCa, St. Louis an! Seattle. 
Millions of dollars may rest 
orl their spilt-second decisions 
about what a woman will — or 
won't — wear. The garment 
center does a $12-biliion«a.year 
business in carrying out the 
buyers' decisions. 
Witherspoon, who studied re­ 
tailing at Ohio State University, 
went through a pad of fabric 
swatches, 
pulling 
some and 
passing others. 
It was the second stop on a 
five-hour round of manufactur­ 
ers' showrooms — the last day 
of a week-long buying trip. 
Witherspoon left behind $15,- 
000 in orders for the day. An 
average week he will spend $60,- 
000 to $100,000 during a major 
market week, when new lines 
are introduced. 
Margie 
Blanton, a silver- 
haired 
dress buyer from a 
Louisville, Ky., store-Stewart 
Dry Goods Co. — has been a 
buyer 25 years, making trips to 
New York nearly every month 


— usually for four or five days, 
and then 10 to 14 days for the 
big markets in January and 
June. 
“ You need to make frequent 
trips because of the rapid turn­ 
over in the market,'* she said. 
“ You need something new com­ 
ing in all the tim e." 
Most buyers set up appoint­ 
ments with the manufacturers 
before they leave for New York, 
and work with the same sales­ 
man each trip. 
The buyers store up details. 
“ We've found a resistance to 
a line across the bust after the

birthday,” Witherspoon 
said, turning down one coat. 
He also waved aside a black 
nylon raincoat. 
“ We're not buying anything 
alligator - looking,” 
he said.

For the New York trips, they 
receive $25 a day expenses. 
That doesn't cover everything, 
and the buyers pick up the rest 
of the tab themselves. 
One major outlet — Associat­ 
ed Drygoods C orp.— maintains 
offices on Fifth Avenue with 
desk space for buyers from its 
, 50 affiliated stores —about 850 
of them. 
It also provides a staff of 
about 40, including 37 market 
representatives to work with the 
buyers. 
They leave little free time.

An improved space gun, a 
back-pack oxygen supply and 
the lengthened tether line will 
enable him to stay outside the 
spacecraft longer and float far­ 
ther away from it than any of 
his predecessors in space. 
Edward White, the first Ameri­ 
can astronaut to leave an orbit­ 
ing spacecraft, remained out­ 
side 21 minutes with a 21-foot 
line on the gemini 4 mission in 
June. 
Russian Cosmonaut Alexei Le­ 
onov had a 16-foot line on his 
10 minute walk outside the Vosk- 
hod 2 in March. 
Richard S. Johnston of the 
space agency*s Manned Space­ 
craft Center in Houston dis­ 
closed details of Scott's stroll at 
a 
space 
flight 
conference 
Wednesday in St. Louis. 
Johnson said Scott will stay 
outside for one orbit around the I 
earth—about 90 minutes—to ob­ 
tain experience in both daylight 


and darkness. The walk will be 
made after Scott's partner on 
the flight, astronaut Neil Arm­ 
strong, has docked Gemini 8 
with an orbiting Agena satel­ 
lite. 
Scott will leave Gemini 8 car­ 
rying one 25-foot line for oxy­ 
gen and another 25-foot line for 


communications equipment. 
Using hand-holds, he will slip 
down the side of the spacecraft 
to the equipment bay at the base 
of the ship and put on the stored 
back pack. He will disconnect 
the communications line,attach 
it to the 75-foot line stored in 
the bay and connect this single 
line to his suit. Then he will dis­ 
connect his oxygen line from 
his suit and push away from 
the spacecraft. 
Johnson said Scott will be able 
to evaluate whether longer teth­ 
er lines will kink or will accel­ 
erate an astronaut as he reels 
himself in. Tethers as long as 


200 feet are planned for later 
flights. 
Scott also will test the manue- 
verable space gun to propel him 
in space—a gun Improved over 
W hite's. Scott will be able to re­ 
load it from a supply of freon 
gas in his pack. White's gun 
used oxygen. 
Before re-entering the space­ 
craft, Scott will re-attach the 
short oxygen line and discard 
the 100-foot tether and the pack 
in space.

Nothing could be more serious 
in a city where Democrats nor­ 
mally out-register the Republi­ 
cans by better than 3 to 1. How­ 
ever, political insiders doubt 
that either charge will stick. 
True, Lindsay will have to 
explain why the Congressional 
Directory lists him as a Repub­ 
lican representative from the 
city's 17th District and why the 
Republican party, as well as the 
Liberal party, happened to nom­ 
inate him for mayor. 
Nonetheless, Lindsay insists 
he is a fusion candidate for ma- 
ygr and almost never mentions 
t|e wor^fl^puJjlican in speech- 
ei, "position papers" or bill­ 
boards.
